Sergeant

sign an accident proof highway as j 
long as there are crazy drivers. Hie 
Pennsylvania turnpike is an ex- I 
ample. It is designed to bt* accident 
proof, but it is the scene of m any 
accidents. 
Gives Accident Facts 
“Good 
roads, good enforcem ent 
and education can do much to help 
cut down the accident rate, but the 
only thing th a t can remove the 
greatest cause for accidents is for ( 
all drivers to be good drivers, oper­ 
ating 
with 
courtesy 
toward 
the 
other driver. 
“Last year there were 32,000 peo­ 
ple killed on the highways of the 
United States, of whom 1.552 were 
killed 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
A d a m s I 
county had 16 fatalities from auto 
accidents. Of those killed in the 
state 410 were operators of vehicles, 
395 were occupants. 707 were pedes- j 
trians, 
19 were bicycle operators 
and 12 were sled riders. 
•Among the pedestrians 241 were 
65 or over, 156 were between 51 and 
64 and 105 were between five and 
14 years of age. In many cases the 


more care th at number could have 
bien cut down. No m atter how care­ 
less a pedestrian might be, if you 
slow your car to where It is con­ 
trollable you can prevent such an 
accident. The law may perm it driv­ 
ing a t 25 miles an hour through a 
borough street, but if you see young­ 
sters playing along the street, th a t 
speed is too fast if the youngsters 
decide to dash across the road at 
the wrong moment, 
Too Much Speed 
“The num ber one cause of acci­ 
dents in Pennsylvania is speeding 
and driving too fast for conditions 
and the second cause is failure to 
keep to one s own side of the high­ 
way. The third main cause is failure 
to yield the right of way. 
“Few accidents are caused by de­ 
fective 
equipment. 
Pennsylvania’s 
inspection system which was m ain­ 
tained 
through 
the 
war 
years 
brought cars through the war in 
good shape. Law’s regulating traffic 
are not difficult, they are made up 
of common sense and courtesy to 
the other motorists.
